MEDLINE TEACHING PROGRAM 

July 19, 1972 

The George Washington University Medical Center was awarded a $17,000 
grant from the Lister Hill National Center for Biomedical Communications (National 
Library of Medicine) to develop a computer assisted teaching program introducing 
health personnel to MEDLINE. 

MEDLINE stands for MEDLARS-On-Line. This means that portions of MEDLARS 
(The Medical Literature Analysis and Retrieval System developed by the National 
Library of Medicine) have been stored in active computer files which may be inter¬ 
rogated, at a distance from the main computer, by means of telephone-1 inked computer 
terminals. 

The program to be developed by GW researchers is entitled MEDLEARN: An 
Online Orientation to MEDLINE. It will serve as a computer terminal-oriented, 
interactive tool suitable for new as well as more experienced users. It wiI I 
facilitate the users' ability to tap vast resources of MEDLINE by familiarizing 
them with techniques of search strategy. 

An integral part of the program development is the adaption of the popular 
computer language FOCAL to the PDP-10 computer. The new version, to be called FOCAL-IO 
is being developed by Mr. Robert P. Warnock, Emory University. FOCAL-IO will make 
possible the availability of MEDLEARN on the national TYMESHARE network.

PROGRAM FOR NEW POSITIONS IN LAW 

A two-semester course for the training of legal assistants is being offered this 
fall by George Washington University's College of General Studies in cooperation with 
GW's National Law Center and the Washington legal community. 

This is the first time that such a legal assistant training program has gotten 
underway in the Washington area. This is also the first one-academic-year program 
sponsored by a university in eastern U.S. What will make GW's program unique is its 
emphasis on two special areas of the law, administrative law and civil litigation. 

Classes, which will meet two nights a week from 7 to 10 p.m. in GW's National 
Law Center, will begin the week of Sept. 18. The program is open to both men and 
women. The deadline for applications is Aug. 16. 

Two instructors with degrees from the National Law Center will teach Methods of 
Legal Research and Legal Writing during the fall semester. Durvasula Sastri, who 
earned his master's degree in law at GW, is on the regular faculty of the Law Center, 
working towards his doctorate. He will teach legal research methods, which he taught 
for the law school last year. Mary A. Chapman, who is employed in the Export-Import 
Bank, earned her J.D. with honors at GW in 1971. She will teach legal writing. 

Practicing attorneys with expertise in specific areas will teach during the 
spring semester. Students will have an opportunity to choose between administrative 
law and civil litigation during the spring semester. 

Continuing Education for Women, a branch of the College of General Studies, will 
administer the program.

—Do elections assure accountability? Should bureaucrats be 
responsible to the people? These are some of the topics that will be the 
subject of a new, residential course called "Political Science and the 
Imagination" at George Washington University this fall. About 30 freshmen 
will live together and attend classes together in a fresh and unusual 
attempt to break down the artificial separation of a student's academic 
and living experiences. The course itself also will be somewhat unique: 
it will approach subjects from two different vantage points — political 
science and the humanities. The interdisciplinary program is a two-semester 
sequence.

GW OFFERS COURSE 

IN PSYCHOLOGY OF CAREER DEVELOPMENT 

The psychology of career development -- how to analyze your assets and make 
the most of therm at any age -- will be the subject of a new credit course to be 
introduced this fall through the off-campus programs of George Washington Univer¬ 
sity^ College of General Studies. 

The course, titled Psychology 175: CAREER DEVELOPMENT IN YOUTH AND MATURITY, 

was designed and will be taught by Dr. Charles A. Ullmann, a professional psycho¬ 

logist who has spent much of the past 14 years working in professional development 
and career transition programs. 

"We will be talking to the adult who is seriously and thoughtfully concerned 

with where he is going in life, as well as the man who has responsibility for those 

who will follow," Dr. Ullmann states. "We want to help the individual know who 
he is and where he wants to go . . . how to determine the odds and make bets on 
himself, or others in his organization." 

The course will help each student analyze his own pattern of job satisfaction, 
to help him avoid repeating his mistakes, to develop better ways of coping with 
job challenge.and to build on his experience in making later moves, with emphasis 
on recognition of fields where opportunities are expanding. To help him under¬ 
stand his own needs, it will trace the varying life stages from the early achieve¬ 
ment-oriented years through the "mid-life crisis which seems to affect men at all 
levels", to the mature years when goals should be resolved and the individual 
establishes patterns that will carry him up to and into retirement.

The questions of whether to build on established career patterns or consider 
a change to a second career will be considered, as well as the resolution of 
conflicts between personal goals and organizational objectives. 

Particular emphasis will be given the development of long-range career 
objectives based on review of experiences, the results of psychological testing, 
seminar discussion groups, and guided independent study. The analysis and prac¬ 
tice of the specific skills needed to negotiate for advancement or to accomplish 
a career change will be included in the program of study. 

n We want to help the student determine and discover his full range of 
abilities and the opportunities open to him and to others for whose development 
he may have some responsibility, 11 Dr. Ullmann notes.

GW EXPANDS PROGRAM 
IN TELECOMMUNICATION OPERATIONS 

A special Master’s degree program in Telecommunication Operations 
offered by George Washington University has been expanded to meet the 
requirements of both military and civilian personnel in the field, 
according to an announcement from GW’s Graduate School of Arts and 
Sciences. 

Telecommunication Operations is an interdisciplinary program offered 
through the off-campus programs of the university’s College of General 
Studies and combining related course work from such fields as 
management, economics, and political science. 

It was initially developed in cooperation with the Army Signal 
Corps to give a full degree program to officers who has completed 
a communications systems engineering program offered at Fort Monmouth, 
N.J. Candidates with this background receive six hours of advanced 
standing toward their GW degree. 

The current program incorporates engineering courses in 
telecommunication systems from GW’s School of Engineering and Applied 
Sciences to give all candidates the background needed to deal with 
technical problems in the field of electronics communications.

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WORK AND WELFARE 60 TOGETHER 

TO BE PUBLISHED SEPTEMBER 8 

Work and Welfare Go Together is the title of a new book to be published on 
Sept. 8. Authored by Ceorge Washington University economists Sar A. Levitan and 
David Marwick and MIT sociologist Martin Rein, the volume examines the growing inter¬ 
dependence of work and welfare. It will be published by The Johns Hopkins University 
Press. 

The writers find the present welfare system deficient: inadequate assistance 
for those who cannot work; inadequate incentives for those who can work; and the 
meager assistance offered increasingly burdensome to the country's taxpayers. 

In their assessment of a decade of efforts to provide training and work for 
relief recipients, they have doubts about the potential returns of the half billion 
dollar work incentive program proposed by the Nixon administration for the current 
fiscal year and the even greater amounts promised for welfare reform. They point out 
that the hign national rate of unemployment is beyond the reach of manpower programs 
alone. They note that gains from the vast sums spent so far under the Work Incentive 
program and earlier programs have been slight, that there has been much attrition, 
and that wages of many graduates of the programs are still low, in most cases in¬ 
sufficient for economic independence. 

Growth of public assistance particularly in the provision of medical care, 
housing, food and social service, has expanded in the last six years so that it now 
costs as much as cash assistance, say the authors, making relief increasingly 
attractive not only to those who cannot work but also to those who can supplement 
assistance with earnings.

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The book surveys the factors which have contributed to the growth of welfare 
noting that as it has become socially more acceptable, as well as more beneficial, 
welfare has attracted large numbers with increasing work experience and potential 
ability to supplement their welfare checks with earnings. 

The authors stress that welfare reform proposals must grapple with the three¬ 
fold problem of providing adequately for those who cannot work, of retaining incen¬ 
tives for those able to contribute to their own support, through work, and of 
keeping the costs acceptable to the majority of those who foot the bill. Acknow¬ 
ledging that there are no easy solutions, the authors emphasize the need to develop 
a system which recognizes the growing interdependence of work and welfare.

Martin Rein is 
Professor of Urban Studies and Planning at the Massachussetts Institute of Technology 
and the Harvard-MIT Joint Center for Urban Studies. David Marwick is a research 
assistant at the Center for Manpower Policy Studies at George Washington.
